MOVING CLOSER TO OUR GOAL 


ur donors have responded enthusiastically to the challenge of raising $500,000 to help 

finance a new professor for the School of Canadian Irish Studies. Since May 2011, a total of 
$97,250 has been raised because of the continuing generosity of our donors. The Foundation itself 
earmarked $324,000 in undesignated surpluses, bringing the total on hand to $421,250, leaving only 
$78,750 to go. If you have not yet contributed, your support in helping us reach our goal would 
be most welcome. The commitment of $500,000 over five years from the Canadian Irish Studies 
Foundation will help Concordia University to appoint a new professor, beginning in July 2012. After 
the initial five-year period of funding for this position by the Canadian Irish Studies Foundation, 
Concordia University will assume full financial responsibility for that professor into the future.
